Taiwan's citizens and government rightly view the purchase 
of U.S. arms as an assurance the status quo will not be changed, thus allowing 
current bilateral exchanges and dialogue to continue without fear of undue risks to 
the island's security. 

I concur with this view. It augurs for peace in the Pacific, and is in accordance with 
our obligations under the Taiwan Relations Act. I therefore, ask that you not to 
give in to China's request to reduce or to stop arms sales to Taiwan during his 
forthcoming January 19 th -20 th visit to Washington, D.C.
